YOUR INCOME 


I have no means of knowing 
".v many of the readers of this 
>tumn are alerted to the gen- 
al attitude of this year’s Town 
leeting Members. If the thou- 
tnds of our citizens who are 
nable to attend, would like to 
now, then I feel it is my obli- 
ation to report to you some of 


tion. It is only human to be en¬ 
thusiastic in making your opi¬ 
nions known and it is difficult, 
to say the least, to vote, against 
the wishes of your friends. It is 
difficult and at times a lengthy 
process to gain sincere friend¬ 
ship all of which can be so easily 
and quickly lost by casting a 
negative vote against him. I 
know of none who logically want 
to be spiteful but the pressure 
of a Town Meeting momentarily 
clouds that logic. 

Whether I have made myself 
clearly understood is a matter of 
some concern of greater concern 
to me, is what this Town Meeting 
can do for you. I shall never ask 
any solace for myself. 1 can only 
seek it for you. In my opening 
remarks at our To\vn Meeting, l 
spoke of the ominous cloud of 
re-evaluation which could hang 
over our Town Meeting and sha¬ 
dow constructive action. That 
cloud seemed to disappear but 
was replaced by one much more 
ominous, a storm of apparent 
bitterness. An. attitude of “If l 
can’t have mine, then you can't 
have yours.” 

If this town is to continue to 
make progress, it must believe in 
the profound sincerity of its ad¬ 
ministration. These men .and wo¬ 
men are elected by . you to .es¬ 
tablish policy. I don’t refer simp¬ 
ly to your Selectmen, hut rather 
to your School Committee, Plan¬ 
ning Board, and all the rest. I 
don’t want to infer that they are 
always correct but they .must be 
given the benefit of their judge¬ 
ment when you consider that 
they have done more research 
and are closer to each situation. 

There are so many of us who 
hang our hat on an alibi. It is 
distinct cowardice to refuse to 
support an issue because some 
minute problem presents itself in 
the solution of a proposal. If 
Americans in general practiced 
this philosophy, they would 
never have become the leaders 
of the world. 

And so as we face our major 
problem involving the construc¬ 
tion of a new school, I believe 
that we should give our support 
to our policy making group, the 
School Committee. They are in 
unanimous agreement that a new 
Junior High should be construct¬ 
ed this year. They have the sup¬ 
port of the SchodI Building As¬ 
sistance Commission. We own the 
land and we have paid for the 
plans. We are ready to build. 
Failure to act may result in 
higher prices, double sessions, 
failure to provide kindergarten 
seats, and possible loss of State 
Assistance to say nothing of 
gambling against loss of accredi¬ 
tation. 

Is there any wonder that your 
Selectmen want to alert you to 
what is happening?

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Q. Last Spring, I put a $500 
deposit on a house. Later on, I 
decided not to buy the house but 
the real estate agent refused to 
give me back my $500. Can I de¬ 
duct this as a bad debt? 

A. No. This is a personal loss 
incurred by you because you fail¬ 
ed to comply with the terms of 
an agreement you entered into 
and such a loss is not deductible 
on your return. 

Q. I turned 65 in 1969 but have 
continued to work. My employer 
insists on deducting social sec¬ 
urity taxes from my salary. Will 
I get a refund at the end of the 
year? 

A. No. The law requires that 
employers deduct Social Security 
taxes on the first $7800 of wages 
paid each employee during 1969 
regardless of age. 

Q. I am 73 years old and have 
been claiming the Retirement In¬ 
come Credit for the past 8 years. 
The form for figuring the credit 
has always been on the back of 
the Schedule B. This year when 
I looked at the back of the Sched¬ 
ule B all I found were instruc¬ 
tions concerning dividends and 
interest. How am I going to com¬ 
pute my Retirement Income Cre¬ 
dit? 

A. Retirement Income Credit is 
now computed on Schedule R in 
your new 1040 assembly. The new 
Schedule R is the same as the 
form that previously was on the 
back of the Schedule B. 

Q. I have a problem concern¬ 
ing whether or not I am entitled 
to claim my son as an exemption 
on my 1969 return. He attended 
Boston University and received 
a $2000 scholarship. I provided 
the rest of his support which 
came to approximately $1000. Can 
I still claim him as a dependent? 

A. Yes. The amount received as 
a scholarship for study at an in¬ 
stitution which normally main¬ 
tains a regular faculty and cur¬ 
riculum and has a regularly or¬ 
ganized body of students in at¬ 
tendance is not taken into ac¬ 
count in determining total sup¬ 
port. 

Q. Can I deduct Medicare ex¬ 
penses? 

A. Yes. The additional amounts 
paid under “Medicare” as pre*- 
miums for supplementary med¬ 
ical insurance for the aged are 
deductible if you itemize deduc¬ 
tions. 

Q. I am a divorced woman re¬ 
ceiving child care from my ex- 
husband. He paid about $700 in 
1969 towards the support of our 
son. Who gets to claim our son 
as a dependent? • 

A. Usually, the parent who has 
custody of the child for the* 
greater part of the year is en¬ 
titled to the dependency deduc¬ 
tion. However, if the other par¬ 
ent contributes at least $600 dur- 
ing the year to the support of the 
child, he or she may be entitled 
to the exemption. A more detail¬ 
ed explanation can be found in 
Publication #501 entitled: “Your 
Exemptions and Exemptions for 
Dependents." 

Q. I am itemizing my deduc¬ 
tions and I was wondering which 
taxes are deductible? 

A. Deductible taxes include real 
property taxes, state income tax¬ 
es, personal property taxes, state 
and local excise taxes and state 
and local gasoline taxes. Some 
non-deductible taxes include fed¬ 
eral income, social security, ex¬ 
cise, estate, gift or inheritance 
taxes, cigarette and meals taxes 
and also auto licenses and toys.

The contract should also con¬ 
tain a lisrt of all items that are 
included in the price of the pool. 
This list should be checked with 
other pool contractors to ensure 
that It includes all the apparatus 
necessary for proper functioning 
and maintenance of the pool. 
Some contractors sell pools with¬ 
out certain parts that cost several 
hundred dollars. The pool owner 
is forced to pay for these expen¬ 
sive parts in addition to the sev¬ 
eral thousand dollars he has al¬ 
ready invested in the pool. 

This check list also provides a 
convenient means for comparing 
prices among contractors. 

Warranty Loopholes 

Before signing the contract, a 
buyer should be certain that the 
contractor has facilities within 
the state to fulfill the terms of 
■the service warranty. The condi¬ 
tions of the warranty should be 
clearly defined so that the buyer 
knows to what extent he is re¬ 
sponsible for the maintenance of 
the pool and who to contact if 
semething goes wrong. 

Last year, after an intensive 
investigation of home swimming 
pool companies by the Consumer 
Protection Division of my office, 
the Massachusetts swimming pool 
contractors formulated a code of 
ethics setting advertising, selling 
and servicing standards for these 
companies. The code follows the 
standards established in the Con¬ 
sumer Protection Act. Buyers in 
the market for a swimming pool 
should be certain that their con¬ 
tractor follows this code of ethics. 
' If you have a complaint or 
questions about consumer protec¬ 
tion, contact the Consumer Pro¬ 
tection Division of my office at 
the State House in Boston or in 
Springfield. 


(This is another Consumer

been enacted to protect them as 
consumers.) 

The advent of spring usually 
brings an increase in the sales of 
home swimming pools as thoughts 
turn from the ski slopes to the 
water. But for some unwary con¬ 
sumers getting into the swim of 
things will prove to lie an irritat¬ 
ing and costly‘experience. 

Most swimming pool contrac¬ 
tors are honest businessmen who 
fully intend to fulfill their agree¬ 
ments- with customers. However, 
a few unscrupulous contractors 
promise prospective buyers any¬ 
thing but produce only what is 
(necessary to stay within the lim¬ 
its of the law. 

One of the most common tricks 
used by hese deceptive conrtactors 
is to promise verbally that the 
pool will be ready by a certain 
date. But the date comes and 
goes, the summer passes, and no 
swimming pool is installed. .The 
buyers are bound iby the contract 
to wait because they have no tiling 
in writing to prove that the pool 
should have been finished. 

i Time Limit 

To avoid this needless irrita¬ 
tion, homeowners should agree 
with the contractor on a comple¬ 
tion date for the swimming pool. 
This date should be included in 
the contract along with a penalty 
clause that requires the company 
to pay a certain amount for every 
day that the pool is unfinished 
beyond the specified date of com¬ 
pletion.

Q. I know Congress passed a 
law saying all factories must pay 
workers a minimum wage. What 
is it? Will it be increased soon? 

A. The minimum wage requir¬ 
ed by the Federal Fair Labor 
Standards Act is not limited to 
factory workers. It is currently 
$1.60 an hour. This applies to 
workers covered by the Act prior 
to February 1, 1967. There are 
no increases in this rate schedul¬ 
ed at this time. 

Workers newly covered as a 
result of the 1966 Amendments, 
such as hospital, nursing home, 
school, laundry, and certain ho¬ 
tel, motel and restaurant em¬ 
ployees, must he paid a minimum 
of $1.80 an hour. This increases 
to $1.45 February 1, 1970 and to 
$1.60 on February 1, 1971. 

Q. T work as a clerk for a 
local bank. I am paid $1.45 an 
hour. A friend told me there is 
a Federal minimum wage law 


that requires I he paid a higher 

wage. Is this true? 

A. Yes. The Federal Fair La¬ 
bor Standards Act. says most 
workers engaged in interstate 
commerce or in the production of 
goods for interstate commerce 
must receive at least $1.60 an 
hour. This includes bank em¬ 
ployees. 

Q. I’m a janitor for a private 
hospital and am paid $1.20 an 
hour. My boss tells me he is not 
required to pay me the Federal 
minimum hourly wage of $1.30 
because I work for a private hos¬ 
pital which he says is not cover¬ 
ed under the law. Is he right? 

A. No. All hospitals, except 
those operated by the Federal 
Government, are covered by the 
Fair Labor Standards Act.
